fice March 4.

The state department of law has 
held that state highway department 
certificates—about $25,000,000 worth 
of whicl have been issued—are not 


negotiable. 
The certificates were tssued to re- 


/imburse counties for building state- | 


‘aid highways. 

The opinion of the law department, 
written by J. S. Powell, assistant at- 
torney-general assigned to the high- 
| way department, said that “it will re- 
quire enactment of legislation by the 
general assembly” before the certifi- 
cates can be negotiated. 

At the general election 21 days 
azo, Georgians amended the state con- 

stitution to provide for repayment of 
money represented by the certificates, 
at the rate of 10 per cent per year, 
beginning in 1936.

For Nation’s Medical Bills

Over the five-year period they have 
conducted 24 studies with financial 
backing of the Carnegie Corporation, 
the Rockefeller Foundation, the 
Julius Rosenwald Fund, the Russell 
Sage Foundation and other similer 
bodies.

HELPING EMPLOYMENT 


Some Improvement Shown 
Last Month, U. S. Service 
Reports. 


The United States employment serv- 
ice said Tuesday that federal build- 
ing projects. and state federal-aid 
highway construction increased em- 
ployment in Georgia last month.

eral textile and dress manufacturing 
plants employed double shifts. Grif- 
fin reported no material improvement 
with most plants working on part-time 
schedules. Rome reported some im- 
provement. Two new factories there 
entered production during the month. 
The textile industry at Rome contin- 
ued active. 

With exception of cotton mills, 
overall factories and peanut plants, 
all industries in the Macon district 
worked on curtailed schedules. Three 
cotton 1 ‘Is reopened on full time in 
the district. 

Textile mills in Columbus reported 
improved conditions. A hosiery mill 
there stepped up operations and an- 
other mill inereased its force by more 
than half. The general situation there 
in the textile industry was regarded 
as highly encouraging.

“Simply, the idea is that relief 
and service agencies who are acquaint- 
ed with every person in need shall 
undertake to see that the really 
worthy unfortunates receive the boun- 
ty of generous Atlantans, not direct- 
ly from those generous persons but 
upon requisition “of the agencies, serv- 
ing as instruments of the benefactors. 
Self-respect thus is served and a con- 
siderate and helpful deed will be 
done.” 

The committee will seek to encour- 
age Christmas giving in larger extent 
this year than ever before. because 
of the greater need that exists: but 
it will seek also to urge the givers 
to entrust their gifts to the Christ- 
mas Clearing House, to which the par-

MITCHELL, HOYT 
GIVEN RELEASE 


NEW YORK, Nov. 29.—(#)—Clar- 
ence Mitchell, last of the southpaw 
spitball pitchers. and Waite Hoyt, the 
“boy wonder” of 15 years ago, today 
were cast adrift by the New York 
Giants as a part of Manager Bill 
Terr~'s’ rebuilding program, 

Given their unconditional release 
under the 10-year rule, the two vet- 
eran moundsmen will be free to nego- 
tiate with any club for their services. 


Mitchell has pitched for six major 
league clubs since joining the Detroit 
Tigers in 1911. He spent this year 
coaching the Giant pitchers. The 42- 
year-old hurler was traded to the 
Giants by the St. Louis Cardinals for 
Ralph Judd in May, 1930. His all- 
time major league record shows 123 
victories against 133 defeats. 

Hoyt’s major league career during 
the past two years has been one of 
ups and downs, Following 10 years 
of brilliant pitching for the New York 
Yankees. during which he won six and 
lost three World Series games, Hoyt 
as traded to the Tigers in May, 
1930. A year later he was released 
to the Athletics on waivers in tite 
to appear in his seventh World Series. 

After being given his unconditional 
release by the Athletics, Hoyt signed @ 
contract with Brooklyn last spring and 
made unusual efforts to get back into 
condition. He reduced 30 pounds by 
uwieting but failed to recover his form- 
er effectiveness in the box. He won 
only one game before the Dodgers re- 
leased him in June. He joined the 
Giants soon afterward, winning five 
and Josing seven. His complete major 
league record shows 196 victories and 
141 defeats. :

MUST BE TAKEN 


TO SAVE GAME 


“Wild Trading” and Un- 
sound Investments Bring 
About Present Plight. 


By Ralph McGill. 


Minor league baseball. and baseball 
generally, is facing a fight for sur- 
vival. 

It is suffering now from an ex- 
pansion which was unregulated and 
which ran into channels which car- 
ried seemingly helpless executives 
along with it. Baseball. not football, 
is suffering from an over-emphasis 
hangover. 

William G. Brambam, chairman of 
the executive committee of the Na- 
tional Association of Professional 
Baseball Leagues, sees a very real 
and serious crisis. In a letter to the 
editor of The Constitution, Mr. Bram- 
ham says: : 

“The great so-called ‘national pas- 
time’—baseball—is facing a very real 
and serious crisis. Sandlot baseball, 
college baseball and all other sorts of 
baseball are so inextricably interwove 
with the organized business of pro- 
fessional baseball that whatever harins 
one does an equal injury to the oth- 


ers. 
DARK OUTLOOK, 


“Nearly every business is affected | 


by the present economic conditions 
but the grave dangers confronting the 
baseball] situation go a great deal 
deeper than the present depression. 

“The very nature of professional 
baseball, the intense and sometimes 
fierce fight to win a pennant, or to 
put the club in the first division, the 
zeal and the partisanship which in- 
here in the whole program—all have 
conibined to sweep us off our feet as 
concerns sound judgment. Time and 
time again we have paid salaries al- 
most unbelievable. Some have built ex- 
pensive stadiums and baseball plants 
running into thousands of dollars 
when no such salaries and no such 
investments were warranted. 

“You can hardly realize the plight 
in which we find ourselves. If base- 
hall is to survive—then definite and 
drastic action must be taken at once 
to cure the evils from which the game 
has suffered. A very large number 
of minor league clubs failed to finish 
last season. An almost unbelievable 
number of clubs that are generally re- 
garded as strong, are not in any real 
financial position to bear anything 
like the usual expenses.” 

PROMINENT FIGURES. 

Judge Bramham. who is regarded as 
the most outstanding figure in base- 
ball next to Judge Kenesay’ M. 
Landis, the executive a“of all 
baseball, goes on to say that the mat- 
ter will be gone into at the anuual 
meeting at Columbus, Ohio, .next 
month. 

Those who have followed the game 
known that Judge Gramham says less 
than he might. No business in the 
world was ever conducted as loosely 
as many of the minor league estab- 
lishments. 

The owners are to blame for the 
mad race to pay higher and higher 
salaries in an effort to corner the 
best playing talent. 

The owners are to 
to observe the rules they made. The 
Southern Association, for instance, 
had a salary limit which was never 
observed. It has voted a_ radically 
reduced one for the next season. And 
already there is talk that certain own- 
ers will not live up to the agreement. 
It is easy to violate. Officials have 
paid “outside” contracts, many of 
them, each yeur. I recall one execu- 
tive who used to mark some con- 
tracts “B. L.,” which meant “busi- 
ness Lie.” 

The owners are to blame for fail- 
vre to organize thei: business so that 
some equal standards of salary and 
expenses might be maintained. 

TOO MUCH MONEY. 

These, and other counts, may be 
maie against thei. Four years ago 
the Ceorzgia-Alubama league had an 
established salary limit. Businessmen 
in the various cities joined in paying 
the better players bonuses or flat sal- 
aries outside their contracts. 


As late as 1931 there were South-_ 


ern Association clubs paying players 
the entirely exorbitant salary of %1,- 
OOO per month. As late as 1951 play- 
ers of only normal ability were draw- 
ing as much as SSO0O per month.

INGREASE IN ARMS 


Chief of Staff Asks 2,000 
Additional Officers and 
47,000 Enlisted Men. 


BY JOSEPH H. BAIRD. 

WASHINGTON. Nov. 29.—(UP) 
Increase of the American army to 
14,000 officers and 165,000. enlisted 
men as soon as “the estate of federal 
finances will permit,” was urged today 
by General Douglas MacArthur, chief 
of staff. 

The increase recommended would 
mean an addition of about 2 of- 
ficers and 47,000 enlisted men to the 
army, Present strength is about 1138,- 
000 enlisted men and 12,000 officers. 

He recommended in his annual re- 
port to Secretary of War Patrick 
Hurley that meantime there be no de- 
crease in the “scope of activity, the 
scale of training. 2% the ttrength of 
any civilian component or of the reg- 
ular army.” 

“The United States.” MacArthur 
declared, “cannot afford tw entrust 
its ultimate security to anything vth- 
er than its own readiness to protect 
itself.” 

MacArthur's recor. mendations came 
at a time when President Hoover's 
(lisarmament plan, calling an approx- 
imate one-third cut in armies and 
navies, is before the worid disarma- 
ment conference at Geneva. The pian,

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Poetry, its meaning and _ beauty, |

Mr. Auslander, a native of Amer-| 
ica, has lived in Europe most of his 
life, but at present is lecturer on 
poetry at Columbia University. He, 
is the author of several volumes, in- | 
cluding “Sunrise Trumpets” and “Cy- | 
clops’ Eye.” and also helped to com- | 
pile the “‘Winged Horse Anthology.” | 
and translated the sonnets of Pe- 
trarch, | 

Though a younger poet in age, Mr. 
Auslander is a member of the older 
school in style and manner of ex-| 
pression.

HIGHWAY CREDITS 
NOT NEGOTIABLE 
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suming the obligations of any politica] 
subdivision, it was thought necessary 
to amend the constitution so as to 
permit the payment of this indebted- 
ness of the state highway department | 
to the counties. 

“This eonstitutional amendment 
was submitted to the voters in the/ 
November election, and was adupted. 
and is now apart of the constitution 
of the state.” 

In the letter to Mr. Smith, Mr. 
Powell pointed out that the constitu-| 
tional amendment “authorizes the, 
legisiature to enact laws necessary to 
carry into effect the amendment.” The 
assistant attorney-general said he as: 
sumed that “this matter will be con- 
sidered by the legislature when it con- 
venes in January, and enabling legis- 
lation will probably be presented to it 
at that time.” 

The first such certificate, authorized 
in the highway act of 1919, was issued 
December 30, 1922. The constitutional] 
amendment recently adopted author- 
ized the legislature to enact laws “for 
the purpose of effectually carrying out 
the foregoing provisions.” 

Sought to Meet Obligation. 

The letter to the bank in New York 
city indicated that Coffee county had 
sought to meet an obligation with 
these certificates. Mr. Powell’s letter 
began: | 

“Your letter of November 25 with 
reference to obligation of Coffee 
ty. Georgia, which you hold, a 
lieu of which-they p 
tute county reimbursement certificates 
issued by the state highway depart- 
ment of Georgia. has been submitted 
to mé for reply.” 

The opinion announced by Attor- 
ney-General Lawrence Camp pointed 
out that “the amendment does not 
state what agency of the state will 
pay this money. It merely provides 


to the state highway department.” Un- | 
der such wording. the opinion said, | 
the legislature might designate the, 
highway department as the paying 
agency, or the state treasurer, or the 
money may he paid out “in some 
other manner.” 
New Question Involved. 

The question of the negotiability 
of the highway certificates has never 
come up in the legislature, Mr. Pow- 
ell said. “There was very little law 
on the subject of highway certificates 
of indebtedness prior to adoption of 
the constitutional amendment, the acts 
of 1919 simply providing that the in- 
debtedness indicated by the certifi- 
cates should be paid only after com- 
pletion of the state highway system. 
On the face of the certificates, it is 
not negotiable, but the real question 
is whether or not the counties could 
assign the certificates. I doubt that 
they could assign the certificates un- 
less the legislature so provides.” 

The certificates, which do not bear 
interest, would have to be discounted 
at a large figure in order for coun- 


ties to borrow on them, and, while 
the counties might have a right to sell 


the certificates outright, their power 
to borrow on them would depend on 
a vote of the people, even if the legis- 
lature should declare them negotiable, 
Mr. Powell said.

‘NEW DEAL’ IN G. 0. P 


IS URGED BY JOHNSON 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—(4)— 
Senator Hiram Johnson, of California, 
who left the republican fold to cam- 
paign for Governor Roosevelt, came 
back today to the capital asserting his 
own republicanism and demanding a 
“new deal” within the party. 

The fiery Californian joined Sena- 
tor Norris, of Nebraska, another of 
the republican independent group who 
supported Roosevelt, in promising sup- 
port for the new administration but 
declining any part in the democratic 
machine of the new congress, — 

“A new deal in government is com- 
ing,” Johnson asserted to newspaper- 
men. “While I am the last person 
in the world to indulge in advice, 
there has got to be a new deal in 
the republican party. Unless there 
is a new deal in the republican par- 
ty, the last election has its ominous 
warning. The great mass of our peo- 
rle believe this government has been 
administered for others and for a spe- 
cial few. The — party has 
got to recognize these people.” 

Again, the Californian struck out 
at President Hoover, recalling his own 
statement a year ago that the “rank 
and file’ of the party would be grate- 
ful if the president had not stood for 
renomination. 

Still somewhat stunned by the gen- 
eral election results, the republican 
regular organization which: stood by 
the president is slowly making its 
plans for a wholesale reorganization, 
but there is no inkling that the old 
guard leaders, several of whom were 
defeated, are flirting with the inde- 
pendents of the party.

Members of the Allied Business 


/Men of Atlanta ‘Tuesday night, fol- 


lowing a talk by W. W. Gaines, At- 
lanta attorney, voted to write United 
States senators and congressmen, as 
yell as svate senators and representa- 
tives, asking them to oppose any 
change, modification or resubmission

Mr. Gaines said that prohibition 
“has been of untold benefit to the 
working people of this country, and Is 
the best method yet devised or pro- 
posed for the handling of the liquor 
question.” He expressed the opinion 
that the people of Georgia do_ not 
want a change in the prohibition 
laws, and that Georgia congressmen 
and sen..tors should be “bound by 
wishes vf their constituents rather 
than by their party platform.”

Answering claims of repeal pro- 
ponents that legalized beer will bring 
$1,500,000,000 annual taxes to the 
covernment, Mr. Gaines said that the 
average antiual receipts from beer 
taxation for the last five years before 
prohibition amounted to $78,000 a 
vear. “Taxation of this sort comes 
out of the pockets of the poor who 
ean ill afford it, and every dollar 
spent for purchase of beer decreases 
the ability of other business and 
other forms of property to-pay taxes, 
he said.

aircraft carriers, reduction of capital 
ships to 25,000 tons and of their . <n 
caliber to 14 inches, and retention of 
submarines. ~ . 

Vice Admiral Osdmi Nagano dis- 
closed these provisions today. He 
added that reduction in the size of 
crulsers and destroyers also is advo- 
cated but he would give no details. 
Japan also will propose prohibition of 
decks and platforms on capital ships 
from which aircraft might take off. 

“Our plan,” he said, “aims to ful- 
fill the principle, to which the dis- 
armament conference is committed, of 
increasing defensive arms and reduc- 
ing offensive power.
